post. 
The grandfather of Governor 


Jester was a Methodist circuit rider, 
md lived at that time in Corsicaua.

His house was a rendezvous 
for people from far and near who 
came trading. 
In those days land 


certittcates were used as circulating 
medium, as money was rarely seen. 


Ou one occasion a whisky-drinking 


character froin off the razos arrived 
in town, got ou a drunk, and at night 
was put to bed in the second story of 
the Jester mansion. About 1 o'clock 
in the morning he awoke with a ter- 
rible thirst. 
No water was in the 


room and he couldn't find the way 
downstairs.

of the window, he saw sonic 
men 


asleep in the yard. He called to them 
to bring him a drink of water, but no 
one answered him. 
A second and a 


third time he called, but with no re- 
sponse. Finally he yelled out: "One 
of you fellows bring me a drink of 
water and I'll give you 320 acres of 
land."

"The faith and simplicity of the 


natives who have been Christianized 
is a model which it would be well for 
many born Christians to follow. At 
one time the food supply in the is- 
lands ran short and the natives would 
daily gather around the mission and 
desire the missionaries to help them 
pray for the speedy arrival of the 
ships. 
When the ship arrived mid- 


the food was landed the half-starved 
people.were given rations, but before 
they would touch thorn oach asked 
God that the food might be blessed." 


In speaking of the native children, 


Dr. Paton snitl that the greater part 
of them were now gathered in Sun- 
day schools, and that the word of 
God was read to them each day as 
a purl of their school lesson. On one 
occnsion, the doctor said, he 
told 


them to go out and to look about, and 
on their return to tell him of what 
evil they had seen. They told him 
many tilings, and among others one 
little child told him that a certain 
man intended to commit 
a crime 


The missionary went to the man and 
remonstrated with him. 
The man 


was frightened and asked how he 
had found him out, and the mission- 
ary said thnt a little bird had told 
him. 
The man was so awed by this 


that he refrained from committing

Dr. Paton encountered the 


usual difficulties of n poor Scotch boy 
in making his way in the world.

In 1858 he set out 
from Glasgow 


aboard ship for Australia, an'd soon 
thereafter to the Island of Tanna, 
of tho New Hebrides group.

that it is. Many times his life was 
in danger from the fierce tribes and 
his hardships and privations were

But our God is here now to pro-

"They yelled in rage, and urged

One 
of his sons pointed a gun at the mis-

closet room, and was engrossed with 
writing. 
They went through every 


room in the house and did not see 
me, concluding I had gone inland. 
They discharged a musket into our 
teacher's house, hut afterwards left 
quietly, greatly disappointed at not 
finding me. 
My heart still rose in 


pndfe to God for another such deliv- 
erance, neither by man nor of man's 
planning. 


"Worn out with long watching and 


weapons or war, nntl several, terror- 
struck, exclaimed, 'That is Jehovah's 
rain!
